•^ '^ " '""*^^ purely had, about which they may 
have given us an incorrect interpreta- 
tion, ^hls procedure will hold not 
only In our study of their accounts of 
the miraculous but In our approach 
to the whole field of ancient religious 
—Mohammedanism, Buddhism, Hin- 
duism as well as Judaism and Chris- 
tianity. It Is not an easy task, but 
like all difficuU tasks, It pays great 
dividends in a reassurance in the bas- 
is of our faith. In a God who changes 
not, but concerning whom we ought 
to expect an ever fresh appreciation 
and an ever growing Interpretation. 
The ago of miracles is not past, 'and 
never will be, If by miracles, we mean, 
acts that are superhuman, and be- 
yond our al)iiity to perform or urtder- 



stand. The universe Is full of such 
miracles. In the worlds of chemistry,"!^ 
and biology, and astronomy, as well 
as In tiio supreme realm of thought. 
We umst bo careful not to be unwill- 
ing to give God a free chance to per- 
form the kind of mlrcles He wlslios 
to. Wo heard of an old lady who had 
always believed that the bed on which 
the paralytic was let down through 
the root to lie healed by Jesus was an 
old tour poster, s'lie heard tlie mir- 
acle explained by a preacher who 
knew that the oriental bed was more 
like just a small rug with blankets 
over It. She became very much ex- 
cited against that kind of an explana- 
tion, liocausc she thought llie minister 
was trying to explain the miracle. 
"Why," she said, "if It wasn't a four- 
poster bed which the friends of the 
paralytic let down through the roof, 
and which after the healing, ho picked 
up and walked off with, there wasn't 
any miracle to It at all." 

There is no reason why we should 
expect to get good results In our re- 
ligious thinking, unless we use the 
same kind of good Horse Sense in 
thinking of spiritual things, that- we 
use in planting a garden, or writing a 
business letter, or any other duty by 
which in any way we attempt to ar- 
rive at self-rcallzatlon both here and 
hereafter. 

The book of Jonah Is full of the 
kind of miracles I expect God will 
always be performing. We will study 
them Sunday night,- and we are not 
worrying abotit whether or not Jonah 
really swallowed the whale.

New Generating 
Service Plant 
in Operation

ThQ first unit of the Public Service 
Company's new Waukegan electric 
generating station— a 25,000 kw. tur- 
bine — has been' put lu operation. 

The'^energy developed la distributed 
throughout the North Shore, from the 
city limits of Chicago to the Wi^con- 
son state line over four 33,000 volt 
transmission linos. Tho high capacity 
steel tower transmission line now un- 
der construcUon will be completed In 
a few moijtbs and will act as a main 
tie between the Waukegan station and 
tho company's system at Evanston, 
enabling large quantities of electric- 
ity to be transmitted both south from 
tho new Waukegan station and north 
frmo Evanston, 

Conditions dealing with the demand 
for electricity which heretoforo pre- 
sented themselves .annually at^ this 
season of the year are disposed of and 
an Immediate Improvement in hte op- 
erating problem followed In tho terri- 
tory Involved when this additional 
energy supply became available. 

The new- station It may bo said 
without exaggeration, marks an epoch 
In tho history of the Public Service 
Company's general plant. In its pres- 
ent condition it has about halt thts 



capacity, of tho Blue ' Island plant, 
thought at the time of Its erection tp 
be something of an' experiment. It Is 
equal to- the big Jollet station, al- 
though the new turbine erecting in 
tho latter will double Us capacity. But 
this new Waukegan station— No. G 
it Is called — Is a beginning only. 
When its plan Is fully executed it will 
have tho capacity of 275,000 h. p. 
Great as that is. Engineers believe 
the steady development of tho com- 
pany will have then created a demand 
in the territorial vicinity of the plant 
which It will bo unable to meet. 

A. little over' sixteen months was 
consumed between the time when the 
letting pf contracts started and when 
the station was placed In operation. 
This is a record of*power station con- 
struction which we believe has not 
been equalled. and Indicates how thor- 
oughly the engineering' and construc- 
tion work of tho company Is organ- 
ized. 

Marked aid in the matter of econo- 
mizing tlme^vas given- by the employ- 
ment of electric power from the pres- 
ent- station at Waukegan. It was used 
In tlie operation of an electric crane 
and In other ways. 

The plant is located on d tract of 
80 acres adjoining Waukegan on tho 
north. Tho site constitutes the last 
piece of lake shore property available 
for power station purposes between 
Kenoaha and tho Indiana atate line. 
The entire 80 ' acrea Is required for 
buildings, coal storage, railroad tracks 



and son. Thbro Is a pond on the tract 
with an artery connecting it to the 
lake. It has been dredged and It will 
constitute tho water supply. 

The present section of the plant 
housing the mechanical equipment In 
operation Is In itself an Impressive 
building and repreaenta Its share of the 
complo^cd^ architectural acheme to be 
carried out ultimate^. It affords room 
for the generator, tho condenaor and 
boiler outfit and the correlated para- 
phcnalla necessary to operation. 

Tho construction of a large electric 
plant la an undertaking of such Im- 
portance that It does without saying 
every step connected with the opera- 
tion la taken after careful considera- 
tion. In this case the process was 
widened. Everything bearing on it 
was examined, especially every Im- 
provement that promised an Increase 
In efllclency. As a result every mod- 
ern tested out Improvement Is to be 
Cpund In the plant. This la particular- 
ly a notewortiiy fact as to the coal 
handling machinery which carries the 
fuel to tliG roof of the building as tho 
initial step In distrlbuiton. The stack 
is of ulnew type and three boilers are 
connected to it. Already there la a 
general desire expressed by engineers 
throughout the country to stifdy the 
plant. It will be made the subject of 
S detailed and technical description 
In publications of national circulation. 

The Important Influence that the 
plant Is likely to exert In tho general 
growth of the entire north shore ter- 
ritory is understood and has been en- 
larged on by publications and In meet- 
ings of various socletlea. In the near 
neighborhood an Important Industrial 
aection Is growing up rapidly.

Five young men, all armed with .46 
Colt automatic pistols, barricaded 
Waukegan road, a mile nortli of Tech- 
ny. III., early Sunday and held up and 
robbed six parties of late automobll- 
ists, taking thousands of dollars In 
cash and jewelry. 

They escaped in a running battle of 
fifteen miles with ofllcers'ln a pursu- 
ing automobile. 

They got away when the polce car, 
making seventy miles an hour, skidd- 
ed and rolled over three times, seri- 
ously Injuring two men.'

It was Arch Higgins of High- 
land Park. The robbers jammed one 
of the other cars against Higgins' Reo 
and wrecked it. 

Tho fourtli car was driven by Andy 
Bouk of DeerHeld, III., driving alone. 
He refused to hold up hla hands and 
was beaten over the head, but' not 
shot. 

Then came a party of four — Hogdr 
Peterson of 1107 Sheridan road, Wau- 
kegan; his wife, formery Georgia Aloy 
of Chicago, and A. A. Alford, 317 Cory 
ave., Waukegan, and Mrs. Alford. 

One of tho five leaped on the run-, 
nlng board, showed a policeman's star 
and shoved a pistol against Mr. Peter- 
son. 

"You grazed that car," he said. 

"Give me all the money and Jewelry 

you've got." 

He kept waving the pistol around. 

"Put that gun up," exclaimed Mr. 

Peterson. "We'll settle with you." 

They were lined up with tho others. 
Mr. Peterson gave $35, Mr. Alford $90, 
Mra. Peterson a $750 solitaire dia- 
mond and her engagement ring, val- 
ued at $500; Mrs. Alford three dia- 
mond rings valued at $1,800.

Avoid Injury 
in Harvesting 
of Potatoes 



The average seed-potato grower 
does not fully appreciate the import- 
ance of using every means to prevent 
injury to the tubers from rough handl- 
ing during the process of harvesting 
and storing, says the United States 

department of agriculture. Mechanical 
injuries to a tuber are sources for 
the entrance of infection which rap- 
idly spreads to other tubers which 
come in contract with tho injured one. 
If the crop is grown on land which 
contains many small stones Uie tubers 

are almost certain to be more severe- 
ly injured than when grown In a 
sandy loam soil. Hand digging is not 
always feasible, hut It Is believed that 
that where small stones abound in 
tho soil It win be desirable to harvest 
the homo seed plat by hand. Much In- 
jury will bo avoided if the seed stock 
designed for planting the field for the 
ensuing year Is picked directly into 
crates in which it is allowed to re- 
main throughout the storage period. 

Storage conditions necessary to In- 
sure vigorous seed at planting time 
are more easily provided in the North 
than In the South. In the former re- 
gion a well-constructed cellar pit, or 
cave, serves reasonably well. The 
main thing Is to keep the room tem- 
perature sufficiently low to retard 
germination. Tho Ideal seed tuber Is 
one which has not wasted any of Its 
8tored-up energy by excessive loss 
through sprouting. It should be firm 
with , the first sprouts just showing. 
Such tubers can be depended upon. If 
suitable conditions prevail, to start 
quickly when planted and to make a 
vigorous growth. '' 

The general practice among south- 
ern growers of securing seed from the 
North Involves, In the absence of suit- 
able storage conditions, one of two 
things: Either getting the seed pota- 
toes late In the fall and holding them 
over In dugouts, pits, or cellars, with

The state of Illluols Is spending $1, 
000,000 in the next two years to com- 
bat T. B. in cattle. Lake County ia 
spending $4,000 this year In testing 
work. Cattle owners are submitting 
their iierds to the test and removing 
the diseased animals; in many cases 
taking losses. 

For many years T. B. cattle have 
be^ shipped into Illinoifi from other 
states.- WfT have been the dumping 
ground. Cattle shipped Into the state 
are now required to liave a clean bill 
of health and to be retested In CO 
days. There have been many recent 
violations of this law. Cattle have 
been sent Into some counties without - 
test certificates. Cattle have been 
driven across the line at night. All ' 
this to the benefit of the seller of tho 
diseased animal and to the detriment 
not only of the buyer 6\it the torn- 
raunity In which he lives. 

Dr^ Laird, State veterinarian, pro- 
poses' thit this ahall discontinue He 
has already quarantinued several 
farms in NoHhern Illinois which have 
received suspicious cattle. He is be- 
ing backed up In his effort to enforce 
the law by the Holstein Farmers' As- 
sociation, the Farm Bureau and the 
I. A. A. * 

It is a matter of interest to every 
cattle owner who Is interested in. 
cleaning up. Every buyer of grade 
cows should demand the reteat in 60 
days or have H shown that animal 
has just been retcfitf^d^jind passed 
clean. "' — — 



REMOVING EARLY MOLTERS— 
SIIVIPLE METHOD OF CULLING 

Ability to choose between the lay 
Ing hen aud the non-layer is easily 
developed by poultry owners and 
should be put into practice In culling 
tlie stock it the best returns In both . 
eggs and meat are to be had. In any 
flock some hens will be found which 
are such poor producers that they 
are unprofitable, and these should be" 
the ones to eat. 

AU hens molt In the fall or early 
winter. This molting characteristic la 
easily observed and, when It starts to 
take place, means that the hen has 
about finished hier laying season and 
Is turning her attention to growing a 
new crop of feathers for a vacation 
before she starts her next year's work. 
If it Is desirable to use a part of the 
flock for meat, says the United States ' 
department of agriculture, the early 
molters are the ones to select for eat- 
infe first because they are laying very 
few or no eggs during this molting 
season which usually last about three 



months. The. hens in the flock which 
consequent sprouting before planting,, ij^^^.^uot y^t started to molt should 



or the risk of having the seed chilled, 
frozen, or overheated while in transit 
in midwinter. In tlie opinion of de- 
partment authorities, the greatest 
need of the large southern truck grow- 
er at present is that of "suitable stor- 
age facilities for handling fall ship- 
ments of seed potatoes. This would 
do away with the risks of midwinter 
shipment and enable them to buy seed 
In the fall when the price Is usually 
much below that of later shipments.

They 
should not be killed until thoy begin 
to molt and their combs begin to lose 
size, color, and fiexlbllity, for if these 
changes have not taken place the hens 
will probably still be laying when 
eggs are especially valuable. 

Ab a rule hens of the general-pur- 
pose breeds are not profttablo layers 
after thoy are two. years old, and leg- 
horn hens rarely lay profitably after 
three laying years. Many of the hens 
should be culled ^before they reach 
these ages and replaced by well-ma- 
tured pullets In the fall.

j PLANTING BULBS 
This la the tlrao of the yeai* to plant 
tulips. Place the hulbs in the flower 
bed before, the soil la' frozen and 
cover tho. bed with a thick coat of 
straw or manure. The straw .or 
manure Is not to keep the bulbs warm 
but to prevent tliawlng every time a 
warm spell comes.^ho freezing and 
thawing Injures tho bulb. In the early 
spring remove the straw and tho bulbs 
win be awakened by tho warm sun. 

Narcissus may be planted In soil', 
moss sawdust, or water alone within 
tlio house. Tho cleanest and simplest 
method of growing or forcing them Is 
by planting them In' shallow bowls, 
nrranging pebbles . around Uiem to 
hold them In place, nnd'then adding 
water until from one-third to one-half 
of tiio bulb is covered. The bowls 
should be placed in a cool, airy cellar, 
garret, or storecoom in a dfra light. 
The temperature should bo about 40 
to 60 degrees. Maintain the water 
level for about four or six weeks or 
until there^ Is a thick mass of roots 
In tho water. Then bring the bowl 
Into a well ligh:oil roomjiind the plant 
..win bloom in a short time. 

Hyacinths may be forced the same 
way, but do better in flower pots with 
soil than Jn water*-

WHY HAVE WEEDS? 

- * 

Every farmer and every gardener 
has wondered why his grain, fruit or 
vegetables do not, grow as prollflcaliy 
and vigorously as the weeds that per- 
sist In sprlnglng^up and flourishing 
right besldo them, 

Weeds have always grown wild, 
with no helping hand.' They have al- 
ways had to flght for existence. They 
flght hard, and they've been flghting 
probably ever since vegetation 'ap- 
peared upon this planet; they've In- 
herited tho flghting spirit and ances- 
tral hardihood of countless genera- 
tions of weeds. That's why they 
survive.

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State to Mark 
Detours and 
Danger Signs 



The ofllclal marking system which 
la designed to give nilnols the best 
marked highways In the world, will 
he completed in Its- enlarged form 
within the next 20 or 30 days. It was 
announced by the dlvlsloa of high- 
ways recently. 

The new system which has been 
under consideration for several 
months, was decided upon at a con- 
ference of Governor Small, Director 
of Public Works and Buildings C. R. 
Miller, State Superintendent of High- 
ways Frank T. Sheets, State Highway 
Engineer Clifford Older and other en- 
gineers of the Division of Highways. 
It was decided that thcr new system 
with certain enlargements and alter- 
ations which were settled upon at the 
conference with the governor, should 
be completely Installed at once, and 
be completed within the next 20 or 
30 days. • 

Another important decision reached 
was that beginning with the traffic 
season next spring detours would be 
completely marked and maintained hy 
the state. All atato bond Issue routes 
neither completed nor under contract 
will have installed upon them tem- 
porary route raarklnga, guiding the 
traveling public over the host routes 
which will follow as closely as pos- 
sible the final route of the pavement. 
These routes will bo maintained un- 
der the authority of the state high- 
way net. 

Standard traifHc warning signs con- 
slating of boards of uniform size, 24 
Inches by 42 inches, will be erected 
at all points on the highway at which 
the attention of the driver, either for 
guidance or safety should be arrested. 

The signs will establish the three 
degrees of safety and convenience. 

Tho sign bearing the word "Look" 
will convey to the motorist that he 
should proceed with proper care and 
alertness past the point Indicated; 
These signs are to be erected at cross 
roads, sido roads and other points 
where thero Is no ImmediatQ danger 
but where care should bo exercised. 

The "Caution". Bigna will Indicate 
that the traveler should proceed with 
a greater degree of care. These are 
placed at certain side roads and sharp 
curves. 

"Danger" sl^na will bo In red. All 
other Inscrlptfons will be in. black. 
"Danger" signs will be placed only at 
railroad crossings, very sharp curves 
and other points of Imminent danger. 
The policy of the highway division In 
the use of the "danger" sign Is worthy 
of note. Frank T. Sheets, auperlntoud- 
eut of highways, explained that the 
danger sign would appear at compara- 
tively few points and only at points 
In the road where going Is more than 
ordinarily hazardous. ' "Tho depart- 
ment Is opposed to placing danger 
signs promiscuously along the high- 
ways because It .leads to a reckless

disregard for all signs where there Is 
a real danger," said Mr. Sheets. 

The route marking will consist of 
nn outline of the stato in which will 
bo placed the route number. At all 
main cross-roads tho mileage to the 
northern and eastern terminus of tho 
route will bo Indicated on the sign In 
small read figures. Tho outline of tho 
state, the route number and^the mile- 
age will also. be stenciled on'tho back 
of all warning signs. In addition tho 
outline of the stato nnd tho route num- 
ber win be painted on nolea at fre- 
quent Intervals so that the traveler 
win always have one of tho standard 
signs In view. 

Whore continuous care for a certain 
distance Is necessary, because of rail- 
road crosolng curves, narrow bridges, 
schools, etcT "Caution Zones" have 
Ijeen established. These zones will he 
marked with a hoard lettered "Cau- 
tion Zone" and distinguished by a 
border of diagonal black and white 
stripes. 

The routes through the cities and 
villages will be marked with a met^I 
sign mounted upon a post nnd bearing 
the same Inscription as tho highway 
signs. AVhero there Is a right or left 
turn an arrow wUI Indicate tho direc- 
tion. Work of Installing these metal 
signs has already started and they 
are being put up as rapidly as they 
can bo-manufactured and permits -for 
their erection secured. In order to 
give the public Immediate advantage 
of the system temporary signs aro 
being placed on the poles along tho 
routes. 

In addlUon to,tho mileage Indicated 
from tho north and east terminus of 
routes, signs showing tho mileage to 
the main points ahead will be placed 
at the limits of, cities. At tho center 
of each city and villago there will bo 
signs showing tho routes and distance 
to main points so that travelers may 
know the mileage andVeadlly pick up 
the stato routes without the use of 
niap. However, the department wllf 
publish a map showing all routtfs, vil- 
lages and cities and locating Uio 
paved and- unpaved routes. This map 
win be put out during the coming 
winter and care used to have Jt plain- 
er and more convenient than the av- 
erage road guide. 



. The marking of tho new sytoni has 
heen Installed In some places and tho 
work win now bo rushed to comple- 
tion. 

Many special signs will he Installed. 
All signs at railway crossings will 
bear tho name o^the railroad and at 
bridges over Important streams tho 
name of the stream will be given. 

At tho entrance to cities and vil- 
lages will be signs giving the name of 
tho city or village and Its population. 
At tho Intersection of roads leading to 
important points the signs will Indi- 
cate the direction nnd mileage. 

Highway officials declare that tho 
system of marking has been worked 
out carefully to the end that It may 
give the greatest service to tho pub- 
lie In safety and convenience.

Briefly, thla^jowa law P.royW®^. I^^|l 
on pGtitlon of 51 per cent of tiie owners 
.of breeding cattle In a county, tlie live- 
stock sanitary authority of the state 
must proceed to eradicate tubercnlosli 
from the county as provided in the law 
Or the same result may be accom* 
pliahed In another way: Upon petition 
of 15 per cent of the voters a proposal 
to eradicate the disease must be sub- 
mitted at tho next general election to 
levy n 8-mlll tax upon nil property to 
help BJippIy funds for tho purpose, 
these funds, together with those from 
the state and federal governments, to 
bo used largely for paying for anlmali 
Blnugbtcrod. When 75 per cent of the 
owners of breeding cattle petition foi 
county testing, all of the herds In the 
county must be tested and a fine and 
jail' sentence aro provided as penalty 
for those who refuse to submit their 
anliB\da to the test 

In case the county 3-raIU levy and 
the state nn^ federal funds are Insum* 
dent to pay Indemnities, tho law pro- 
vides for a tax of 25 cents a head on 
all cattle and. 5 cents a bead on all 
hogs In tlie county.

About two hundred Minnesota catlli 
raisers at University farm rcccntlj 
had nn opportunity to sec six lots ol 
pure bred Shorthorn steer calves, ten 
calves to each lot, which had been 
fed different rations for 217 dnya 
They were also given the records la 
gains made by the various lots ol 
calves.
